Taking advantag. of ‘the opportunity, 
the Minister. of Education, Mr. Peng 
Yun Yi, hng issued ministerial orders to 
the Chancellor and Professors of the 
University instructing them . to immed- 
iately dissolve the movement complained 
of by General Way with a view to prevent 
very serious cénsequences to tha rising 
geoeration of the republic, Tha Minister 
declares ‘that both Socialistic und Bol- 
shevik doctrines and policies are unguit- 
able for the Chinese people whose gocial 
and family organizations are entirely 
different from those of Soviet Russia and 
othor oduatries. .

* }2XPERTS TO CONSIDER THE 
PROBLEM. 


Sir W. .Joynson-Hicks (Postmaster Gon- 
oral), answering Colonel Moore:Brabazon in 
the Tlouse of Commons recently, said ho was 
not at all sure that the agreement 
mado with the British Brondcasting Co. gave 
that company a licence monopoly, and that 
he could not grant'a ‘licence to someone: else. 
Under the agreement made his .predé- 
cessor, he could only grant a rondcasting 
licence clogged with's proviso that the users 
must use a B eae form of instrument 
marked “BBC.” It was also open to him 
to grant an experimental licence about 
which there was no provision, Both licences 
were issued at 108, in order that the brozd-. 
casting concerts aight be kept up. 

Ho was not at all sure thot the Houso 
would consider it to be public policy that 
the Government should collect compulso 
taxes for the purpose of giving half to the 
Broadcasting Company. Negotiations had 
taken place with the company, vand_ they 
were willing that the Post-vtlico should 
issue a licence to tho home constructur for 
90z., and give the company 14s. ; 
That he declined at ofce, He said he 
wus willing {to grant these licences at 10s., 
half of which would go to the company, 
rovided that’ parts to bo used by the 
Polders of the licences should. ba’ made in 
this country. He knew that an enormous 
number of parts manufactured abroad were 
used by the holders’ of these licences, and 
that there was the ability of our ‘markot 
being flooded with them. 


A COMMITTFE OF INQUIRY. 


The point in’ dispute was not the question 
of protection from ‘foreign manufactures, 
but whether the particular manufacturers 
who formed the company cquid claim tho 
right te rately any other manufacturer 
in Great Britain or elsewhero from_manu- 
facturing broadcasting material.
